Snes LAKE BOTYOM LAND 
| YET UNCERTAIN 


High Level of Lake May 
Deprive of Benefit 
of New Tariff 


A pump installed four miles 
jSoutheast of Canal Point on the 
[south side of West Palm Beach 
canal to lower the water in Pelican 
Lake had brought the water in 
the pump ditch down to elevation 
10 feet Tuesday afternoon. At that 
time the level of West Palm Beach 
canal was 13 feet. The Pelican 
Lake water is discharged at the 
pumping station into West Palm 
Beach canal. In an adjoining canal 
the elevation was 12.7 feet 

The pumping installation was 
made by a group of Pahokee farm- 
ers who bought the lake bed land 
from the state. The pumps are 
powered by two 45-h.p. Fairbanks- 
Morse engines that run on dist 
late. They have operated so e 
new tar-|fectively as to expose the bottom 
of the ditch near the pumping 
plant
